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4. JONES AUTHORIZES AGRICULTURAL ATTACHE TO RELEASE 
TARIMAN COLLECTIONS TO SALEMINK FOR TRANSFER TO THE 
LATTER’S LABORATORY IN UTRECHT. 

5. JONES STILL PLANS TO VISIT TURKEY IN MAY TO REVIEW 
ONGOING CONTRACT RESEARCH. KISSINGER 
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
